BTTRODUCTION 


In  this  section  is  given  a brief  account  of  the  services  provided 
by  the  17est  Riding  County  Council  as  a v/hole,  under  Part  III  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act. 


Births. 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Divisional  area 
during  1963  was  1290,  an  increase  of  102  compared  vdth  the  previous 
3^ear. 


The  CRUDll  BIRTH  RATE,  20*3  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population  compared  v/ith  19*1  for  the  previous  year,  v;ell  above 
tlie  Vfest  Riding  Administrative  Coxmty  rate  of  18,2  and  the  England 
and  Wales  birth  rate  of  18,2. 


Deaths. 

The  deatlis  assigned  to  the  Divisional  area  after  correction  for 
transfers  v/ere  621,  an  increase  of  21  compared  './ith  1962. 

The  CPlUDS  DEATH  PJi.TE  from  all  causes  was  9.8  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population.  The  West  Riding  ..Administrative  area  is  12.0 
and  England  and  Wales  12.2. 


Infant  Mortality. 

In  1963  the  deatlis  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age  numbered 
22.  The  Infant  Mortality  v/as  I7.I  as  against  21+^1^.  in  the  previous 
year. 


Maternal  Mortality. 


There  v;ere  three  maternal  deaths  in  the  Divisional  area  during 
the  year.  One  occur*red  in  Featherstone  Urban  District  and  ti;o  in 
Osgoldcross  Rural  District. 

Domiciliaiy  Mid;7ifei^, 

Of  the  1283  notified  live  births,  497  v^re  delivered  by 
domiciliary  midw'ives,  the  private  doctors  being  present  in  I08  of 
these  cases.

G-as  and  Air  iinalgesia 


All  the  domiciliary  midiTives  held  the  certificate  in  gas  and  air  analgesia 
administration  and  \iere  equipped  v/ith  the  necessary  apparatus. 

The  County  Council  decided  in  1959  to  provide  each  midv/ife  with  a Trilene 
Analgesia  Machine  in  addition  to  the  Cas  and  Air  Machine. 

Pethidine  only  v/as  given  in  63  cases,  and  gas  and  air  and  pethidine  ivas 
given  in  lA  cases.  Trilene  was  administered  in  85  cases  and  ^7ith  Pethidine  in 
305  cases. 

Ante -Natal  Clinics. 

There  are  tr.vo  ante-natal  clinics  in  the  Division  i7hich  are  held  at  Pontefract 
and  Knottiiigley.  During  the  year  313  patients  attended.  The  total  number  of 
attendances  was  1,15A»  66  patients  v/ere  examined  post-na tally  during  the  year. 

Relaxation  Classes . 

Relaxation  clonses  for  expectant  mothers  are  held  at  Pontefract  and 
Feathers tone  Clinics. 

These  have  continued  to  be  fairly  well  attended  and  the  number  of 
attendances  at  these  Clinics  during  the  year  was  5A0. 

Institutional  Midwifery. 

Patients  from  this  Division  are  admitted  to  either  the  Castleford  Maternity 
Homo  or  to  the  Southmoor  Maternity  Unit,  Hemsv/orth. 

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  finding  accommodation  for  all  patients 
v/ishing  to  have  tlieir  babies  in  maternity  homes.  Due  to  travelling 
difficulties  there  is  a preference  for  the  Castleford  Maternity  Home,  altliough 
our  allocation  of  beds  is  much  smaller  than  at  Southmoor. 

CHILD  yfflLFidlS. 

There  are  County  o’.aied  clinics  at  Pontefract,  Featherstone  and  Knottingley. 

A mobile  caravan  type  clinic  visits  the  Parishes  of  Lliitley  Bridge,  Y/omersley, 
Eggborough,  Brotherton,  Kellington,  Heck,  Hensall,  Monic  Fryston  and  Fairburn 
in  the  Osgoldcross  Rural  District,  at  fortni^tly  intervals. 

During  1963,  2,258  children  attended  and  they  made  19,737  attendances.

Medical  Inspections. 

The  periodic  medical  examination  of  the  four  age  groups,  i,o.  the 
entrants  (5  years  +),  second  age  group  (7  years  +),  intermediate  years 
(10  years  +)  and  leavers  (14  years  +)  continued  throughout  the  year  at 
49  schools  in  the  Division, 

Re-examinations  of  children  v;ho,  at  previous  periodic  or  special 
examina,tions  had  been  found  to  have  defects,  were  made  at  each  school 
medical  inspection,  Druing  the  year  3jl02  periodic  inspections  were 
carried  out. 


General  Condition  of  Children, 


All  pupils  at  i-outine  medical  inspections  are  classified  as  to  their 
general  condition  at  the  time  of  examination  and  99»487cwere  cla-ssified  as 
satisfactory  and  only  .52^s  unsatisfactory. 


Unclcanline  s s , 


During  the  year  health  visitors  and  school  nurses  made  20,989 
examinations  of  children  in  schools.  Of  these  448  individual  children 
x7ero  found  to  be  infested. 


Ophthalmic  Clinics. 

Dr,  K.  K,  Pra.sher  holds  \7eekly  clinics  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract.  During  the  year  1626  children  v/erc  examined.  Of  these 
587  'v/ero  prescribed  glasses. 

Earjj__Nose  and  Tloroat  Clinics. 

Hi’,  K,  M.  Mayall  holds  fortnightly  sessions  a.t  the  Centra.1  Clinic, 
Fontefrant,  for  children  from  this  Division.  During  the  year  Hr.  Mayall 
held  24  sessions  and  saw  119  children.  In  all,  the  children  made  263 
attendances. 


Orthopaedic  Clinics. 


Mr,  R,  ¥,  L,  CalderiTood,  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  holds  a monthly  clinic 
at  the  Central  Clinic,  Pontefract,  and  during  the  year  11  sessions  v;ere 
held.  90  children  v;ere  seen  at  these  clinics  cind  the  total  number  of 
attendances  made  v/as  127. 


Child  Cuidance  Treatment. 

A Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  held  v;eekly  at  the  Central  Clinic, 
Pontefract.  Children  from  surrounding  Divisional  areas  attended  here 
in  addition  to  our  ovm.  Dr.  P.  J.  Crouley  and  Dr.  E,  Atkinson  both 
held  consultant  sessions,  but  unfortunatly  we  lost  the  services  of 
Dr.  Cro'wley  in  December,  I963.

Before  a Hone  Help  can  be  provided,  a form  of  application  must  be  signed  by 
the  head  of  the  household  on  xviiich  he  undertalces  either  to  pay  the  whole  cost  of 
the  service,  or  to  give  a statement  of  his  income  and  agree  to  pay  the  assessed 
charge  according  to  the  County  Council  scheme. 

Under  no  circumstances  can  a Home  Help  be  used  as  a sitter-in  and  the  amount 
of  assistance  vHiich  a patient  is  granted  is  related  strictly  to  the  amount  of 
domestic  xvork  which  is  required  to  be  done.

Mental  Welfare  Officers  vrere  given  the  task  of  coping  v/ith  the  increased  work 
which  tlie  Act  places  upon  local  Health  Authorities. 

t'IEDIC;-L  EXAf/ini/iTION  OF  STAFF. 

The  County  Council  decided  in  January,  1962,  to  revise  their  scheme  whereby 
all  entrants  to  the  superannuation  scheme  be  medically  examined  and  substituted 
the  f oUovang  ; - 

(1)  All  prospective  entrants  to  the  scheme  be  required  to  complete  a 
questionnaire  dealing  v/ith  personal  and  family  medical  history. 

(2)  There  to  be  a full  medical  examination  of  ;- 

(i)  All  prospective  entrants  over  the  age  of  45  years, 

(ii)  All  entrants  whose  completed  questionnaire  reveals  the 
need  for  further  medical  investigation. 

(iii)  Applicants  v/hose  prospective  employment  is  such  that 
public  safety  is  involved,  e.g.  Fire  and  Ambulance 
service  drivers.
